ADMINISTRAnVE PROCEEDINGS 

PROCEEDINGS INSTITUTED AGAINST ROBERT M. WINSTON, OTBERS 

The Commission ordered public administrative proceedings under the Securities Exchange
Act of 1934 against MCG Portfolio Management Corporation (Registrant), its president, 
Thomas C. Mullen, and three individuals associated with it, Robert M. Winston, Joseph 
G. Antonucci, and Lon Roy Kavanaugh, Jr. 

The Order Instituting Proceedings alleges that Winston and Antonucci were convicted of 
crimes enumerated in Section 15(b) (4)(B) of the Exchange Act, within the last ten 
years, and thereafter became associated with Registrant. It also alleges that 
Kavanaugh became associated with Registrant while he was subject to a 1978 Commission 
bar, and that Registrant, aided and abetted by Mullen, knowingly allowed Kavanaugh to 
associate with Registrant. It further alleges that Registrant allowed Barry Braison, 
another individual who was convicted of a crime enumerated in Section 15(b)(4)(S) of 
the Exchange Act, to become associated with it. 

A hearing will be scheduled to determine whether these allegations are true and, if 
so; to decide what remedial action,. if any, is appropriate. (Re!. 34-25548) 

TBE LIFE INSURANCE COMPANY OF VIRGINIA
